2. SOVIET EMBASSY FIRST SECRETARY RODIN (SLATED TO 
TAKE BELETSKIY'S PLACE NEXT WEEK) BROKE PROTEST- 

PREE SPELL APRIL 11 WITH PRESENTATION OF ORAL STATEMENT 
TO (BRITISH) CHAIRMAN POLAD OBJECTING TO TAKE-OVER IN 
BERLIN MARCH 29 TO LAW TO AMEND LAW ON LEV. (GDR 
COMMISSIONER MITDANK HAD SIMILARLY PROTESTED TAKE-OVER 
AT HIS MEETING WITH SENAT COMMISSIONER KUNZE APRIL 5,.) 

INPORMAL BRITISH TRANSLATION OP SOVIET STATEMENT 
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BEGIN TEXT: ON 29 MARCH "THE LAW ON THE MODIFICATION 
OE THE LAW ON THE LANDESAMT EUER VEREASSUNGSSCHUTZ" 
PASSED BY THE WEST BERLIN GAZETTE TO LAWS 
AND ORDINANCES. IN CONNECTION WITH THIS I HAVE BEEN 
INSTRUCTED TO STATE THAT "THE ADOPTION OP THIS LAW BY 
THE CITY ABGEORDNETENHAUS TOUCHES UPON QUESTIONS OP THE 
STATUS AND SECURITY OP BERLIN (WEST) AND CONTRADICTS 
THE DECISIONS OF THE QUADRIPARTITE AGREEMENT. MEMBERS 
OF THE CONSTITUTIONAL ORGANS OF THE FRG, AS IS WELL 
KNOWN, CANNOT CARRY OUT ANY OPFICIAL PUNCTIONS IN 
BERLIN (WEST), SINCE THIS WOULD REPRESENT EXERCISE OP 
DIRECT STATE AUTHORITY IN REGARD TO THIS CITY, AND IS 
PROHIBITED BY THE QUADRIPARTITE AGREEMENT. 

HOWEVER, SUCH ACTIONS ARE ENVISAGED IN PARAGRAPHS 2 
AND 3 OF THE ABOVE LAW. EQUALLY UNLAWPUL ARE ARTICLES 
OP THE LAW PRESCRIBING THAT THE WEST BERLIN LANDESAMT 
EUER VEREASSUNGSSCHUTZ "SHOULD CARRY OUT INSTRUCTIONS 
PROM THE PEDERATION CONCERNING RECIPROCITY IN THE 
SPHERE OF PROTECTION OP THE CONSTITUTION," TO DEFEND 
"THE EXTERNAL POLITICAL INTERESTS OP THE ERG," ETC. 

THE SOVIET SIDE EXPECTS THE ADMINISTRATIONS OP THE 
THREE POWERS TO TAKE APPROPRIATE STEPS WITH A VIEW 
TO ENSURING THAT THE QUADRIPARTITE AGREEMENT IS 
STRICTLY RESPECTED BY THE WEST BERLIN AUTHORITIES.

3. THERE WAS LITTLE DISCUSSION OF STATEMENT, BRITISH 
POLAD MERELY NOTING THAT LEV HAD EVERY RIGHT TO CARRY 
OUT ACTIONS ITSELF IN BERLIN BUT THAT HE WOULD LOOK 
INTO MATTER. WE PROPOSE TO COORDINATE IN BERLIN LINES 
POR ROUTINE ORAL RESPONSE AND WILL REPORT THESE AS SOON AS 
FORMULATED.KLEIN 
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
